CHARACTERS IN CLAY 

On Friday, September 27, Mr. 
Raymond G. Borgardus brought 
his unique program of sculptur- 
ing in clay to Gould. He has 
accomplished a novel feat in 
bringing clay to the public plat- 
form as an entertainment medi- 
um. 

Mr. Borgardus, employing a 
type of pottery clay from north- 
ern New Jersey which has been 
in use for many years, said that 
it takes nearly two weeks for 
eighty pounds of clay to dry. 

To make the program more 
Interesting, humor and action 
were cleverly brought in. The 
fact that clay can be both harm- 
ful and helpful, was surprising 
to -many. If it is allowed to dry 
on ones hands, they chap and 
bleed; however, If one has an 
infected cut or snakebite, clay 
will take the poison out and 
heal it quickly. 

As he sculptured, Mr. Borgar- 
dus described each phase of his 
work, and brought in many 
things that would be of interest 
to students. 

Special illumination was used 
with eerie effect. The first 
character was a small boy of 
about ten or twelve. Then came 
the face of a iboy about 18 or 
20, clearly showing the amazing 
changes that take place during 
this period of growth; he starts 
studying not in textbooks, but 
in other fields! Suddenly our 
character appears as a man of 
60 or 65. Lastly, he is an old 
gentleman of 80.
